IN BPT DIGEST OF PAY & ALLOWANCES LEAVE & PENSION RULES, 9'rH EDITION— 

(1) In Article 44, Clause (a) be substituted by the following;— 

“(a) Except as otherwise provided in this Article, every employee shall retire from service on the afternoon of the last 
day of the month in which he attains the age of sixty years: 

Provided that an employee whose date of birth is the first of a month shall retire from service on the afternoon of 
the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of sixty years.” 

(2) In Article 44, Clause (b) be substituted by the following;— 

“No employee shall be granted extension in service beyond the age of retirement of 60 years.”
